LIKELV TO GO OVER 


Wilson Wants Strike Order Postponed 
or Rescinded Until Congress Has 
Had Opportunity to Act. 


Washington, 
Aug. 
30.—With 
both sides making last hour prep- 
arations for a great railway strike 
jSIonday morning, President Wil- 
son today turned all the influence 
of his administration toward per- 
suading the brotherhood leaders 
to postpone or rescind their strike 
order until congress has nad op- 
portunity to act. 


There 
Avere intimations 
that 
should the labor leaders continue 
in their determination. President, 
Wilson even might make a public 
appeal to the railway workers 
themselves to direct their leaders 
to postpone it. 


Despite 
denials of the labor leaders 
that President Wilson or any one else 
liad asked them to postpone the strike, 
there was abundant evidence that such 
was the case and somehow there was a 
feeling 
in 
congress, in administration 
circles and in other places that a way- 
would be found to avert the walkout. 
No one knew what it was, but the feel- 
ing prevailed. 


Say They Are Powerless. 


After a conference with Secretary Wil- 
pon at the department of labor, the 
brotherhood leaders 
reiterated that no 
power on earth except 
a satisfactory 
6ettlenient, would avert the strike, and 
<hat they had no power to rescind the 
order. 


The first legal phase of the situation 
developed with the temporary injunction 
issued by a local court in Nebraska, re- 
fitraining the condiicto— from calling or 
enforcing a strike on the Union Pacific. 
This brought up for the fii-st time the 
effect of the much discussed Clayton 
iuti-injunction act passed by congress at 


I be behest of labor. 


Believe It Cannot Hold. 


The brotherhood leaders unreservedly 
"expressed the opinion that the injunc- 
tion was in contravention of the law 
end could not stand. There were intima- 
tions that similar injunctions might be 
Bued out in different parts of the country 
where the sentiment of 
the

known to be against the strike. 


with notices of freight embargoes and 
prospective delays to passenger 
traffic 
pouring in from all parts of the country, 
Chairman Howard 
Eliott, of the New 
Haven, issued a statement, in behalf of 
the railway executives, pointing out that 
passenger train service as well as freight 
ft-ould be tied up. 


Considers Old Law. 


The senate interstate commerce com- 
mittee also considered a law passed by 
congress in 1862, authorizing the presi- 
dent to take possession of railroad and 
telegraph lines 
when, in his judgment, 
public safety 7night require it. 
Sena- 
tors remarked it was an interesting stat- 
ute in the face of the existing emergency. 
The statute passed in the early part of 
the civil war, was designed to be in force 
only as long as necessary to meet war 
conditions. 


Brotherhood 
officials 
after 
seeing: 
copies of the proposed bills affecting 
the railroad situation went into con- 
ference 
at 
the department of labor 
with Secretary Wilson. 
It was sup- 
posed they intended to consider the 
proposed legislation as it affected them 
aad discuss it with the secretary of 
labor. 


Congress went to work under pres- 
sure tijday to prevent by legislation the 
railway strike called for next Monday. 
It was not assured that even if meas- 
ures proposed by President Wilson can 
be passed in the five days remaining, 
they will be effective in forestalling- 
the walkout. 


B r o t h e r h o o d s Will Fight It. 


In general, brotherhood leaders In- 
tended to fight the legislative program 
and railway managers expected to sup- 
port it but both sides laid plans for the 
strike quite as if 
it's coming 
were 
beyond a doubt. President Wilson still 
hoped the brotherhood leaders now In 
Washington would find means of re- 
scinding the strike order which they 
maintain has gone be.vond their juris- 
diction. 
There was no unanimity of 
opinion among them as to whether the 
suggestion to forbid a strike pending 
investigation by a public commission 
if passed and made effective before 
next Monday could apply to the pres-î 
ent situation. 
Railway executives be- 
lieved, however, that the legislation ad- 
vocated would force a suspension of 
action possibly only by the pressure 
of public opinion.

CUMMINS IS DOBIOUS 


W i l O O P O S A l S 


Iowa Man Questions Effica- 
cy of Congressional 
Remedy for Strike. 


Washington, Aug. 30.—Senator 
Cum- 
mins, of Iowa, one of the progressive- 
republicans of the interstate 
commerce 
committee^ voicing opposition in the sen- 
ate today to some of President Wilson's 
legislative proposals to meet the railroad 
strike, declared tliat congress, in search 
of legislation was confronted by a "Scyl- 
la and Charybdis," and that "it will be 
interesting to consider how far we can 
steer away from one without encounter- 
ing the perils of the other." 


Senator Cummins 
insisted that com- 
pulsory arbitrat,ion was not only imprac- 
tical but unconstitutional, and that any 
attempt to establish maximum wages for 
railroad employes was "doomed to com- 
plete and immediate 
failure," although 
congress probably has the right to pre- 
scribe both 
minimum 
and 
maximum 
wages. 


"It is my deliberate judgment," said 
Senator Cummins, "that there is no 
method for the prevention of strikes by 
force of law except to deny the right «>f 
striking in union or in concert; that is 
to say, t-o make it unlawful to enter into 
an agreement or understanding that they 
will cease to work at a prescribed time 
and in a body. 
To do this, which I be- 
lieve to be within the constitutionai au- 
thority of congress, without providing an 
efficient substitute, is to practically pro- 
hibit unions, for while the tiiiions have 
other and notable functions, if they are 
deprived of their right to quit work in a 
body, as the outcome of an understand- 
ing or aCTeement, thej will be shorn of 
their real power, and will rapidly become 
mere benevolent bodies. 


"I, for one, am unalterably opposed to 
any such legislation, unless it is accom- 
panied by sure relief for injustice."

city of Drama in northeastern Greece, 
has been seized by Bulgarians after a 
battle with the Greek garrison, tele- 
graphs the Athens correspondent of the 
Matin.

Drama is one of the principal towns 
in northern Greece, 75 miles northeast 
of Saloniki, in the district east of the 
Struma river which the Bulgarians have 
been occupying for the last fortnight. 
There have been other reports of fight- 
ing between Greeks and Bulgarians but 
the French war office on Friday last 
stated the Greek garrisons at Kavala 
and Drama had not been attacked.

Tiie IMemphis was launched in 1904 at 
the Cramp Shipbuilding company plant in 
Philadelphia. 
It 
has a speed of 
over 
twenty-two knots an hour and is armed 
with four ten Inch, sixteen six inch, 
twenty-four three 
Inch and 
four 
six 
pounder guns and carries four torpedo 
tubes. It is 502 feet long on the water 
line, seventy-flve feet beam and has a 
maximum draft of twenty-six and one- 
half feet. 


In 1908 the cruiser, then the Tennessee, 
had a boiler explosion off Port Hueneme, 
Cal., in which seven men were killed. At 
the outbreak of the European war the 
cruiser, still the Tennessee, acted as a 
relief ship for Americans stranded as a 
result of the war. It carried $5,867,000 to 
Europe for this purpose and later acted as 
a ferry for Americans between Havre, 
France, and English ports, bringing thou- 
sands of them from the war zone. 


Used as Relief 
Ship. 


Later the cruiser sailed for the Mediter- 
ranean, where it was also used for relief 
work, again acting as a ferry for Syrians 
and Armenians from Turkish ports in 
Asia to Egypt. 


While engaged in this work at Smyrna 
the forts of that city flred on a launch 
from the cruLser, whicli was the cause of 
considerable 
diplomatic 
correspondence 
between the United States and Turkey. 
The launch was fired on while it was pro- 
ceeding from Vourlah to Smyrna with 
Capt. B. C. Deckar, the commander of 
the cruiser, who intended to make official 
calls.

they could run enough 
food trains ro 
keep the city from privation. The city's 
milk supply, they promised, would be the 
first to receive consideration. 
The big 
milk companies have been organizing to 
meet the situation ever since the strike 
became imminent. Drivers of milk wag- 
ons have been instructed to make a cen- 
sus of the babies on their routes and 
they will be attended to first. The milk 
companies have arranged to obtain hun- 
dreds of motor trucks, which will be used 
to collect milk from the territory sur- 
rounding New York if the regular milk 
train service fails. 


New York consumes 2,500,000 qnnrts of 
milk a day and it is estimated that 25 
per cent, of this goes to*babic8 and an- 
other 25 per cent, to children who de- 
pend largely on milk for food. 


Police May Take Charge. 


The police department, it was an- 
nounced today, is prepared, if need arises, 
to assume virtual control of the food 
and fuel supply. For this purpose it has 
made a canvass to ascertain the stock of 
foodstuffs now available here and it has 
a list of all motor trucks and other ve- 
hicles that can be used to carry freight 
and of lighters, towbôats and other ves- 
sels that can be pressed into service in 
the waters surrounding the city. 


In the wholesale grocery and commis- 
sion district today it was reported that 
restaurants, hotels and boarding houses 
were beginning to lay in huge stocks of 
food. Wholesale grocers are not disposed 
to agree with the prediction that in the 
event of a railroad strike there would be 
a food famine here in a week. 
If the 
milk supply for children could be as- 
sured, it was said that the rest of New 
York could find enough food here or 
within easy reaching distance to last a 
month.

Washington, Aug. 28.—President Wil- 
son's veto of the bill whif li proposed to 
allow cities and townshins fo buy pub- 
lic lands, including foroft lands in their 
vicinity, for parks. cfmrioTip? and sew 
erage purposes, defeats :i ¡subtle effort 
by tlie anti-con8er\-ation forces in con- 
gress to begin the destruction 
of th,« 
national forests by piecemeal methodc. 


The veto message makes it clear that 
the president is standing firmly behind 
the principle of 
conservation. 
In 
re- 
turning the bill to congre.'^s lie said that 
ho did not believe the national forests 
should be utilized in any such way. The 
most serioTis objection, the message em- 
phasizes, is that the bill "subjects the 
national forests to disposition under a 
general grant.'' 
The fact is, of course, 
that any city 
may co-operate with the 
forestry service now to secure necessary 
privileges on the national forests for 
water supply, sewerage, park or other 
purposes, but 
the 
federal 
government 
retains the right to decide whether such 
proposed use i.s detrimental to the pri- 
mary use of the national forest as such. 
The federal control woidd be absolutely 
removed had this bill become law.

The child labor law,workman'B compen- 
sation for federal employes, federal aid 
for good roads, federal aid for state 
agricultural extension 
work, the

tem iVi government work, revision of the 
income tax schetlules putting a heavier 
percentage of taxes on big incomes, fed-

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CIDER ICE 


OST housekeepers are familla» 
with the usual ices and sher- 
bets, but cider ice is new. One 
and one-half cups of sugar are 
dissolved in one quart of cider. On« 
cup of orange juice and one-quarter 
cup of lemon juice are added, the in- 
gredients, well mixed and then frozen. 
This water ice has a peculiarly pleas- 
ant flavor. When one can get barber- 
ries for the picking one cupful of the 
Juice of this fruit to four of water Eiay 
be substituted for the cider. 


Apples are plentiful in the country 
and an apple sherbet is delicious. Two 
rups of sugar, one quart of water, and 
the rind of one lemon are put on to 
boil. Six large apples are pared and 
cut up and then boiled until soft 
enough to press through a sieve, when 
they are added to the syrup with the 
juice of two lemons. When cold the 
mixture is put in the freezer. As it 
hardens the white of a beaten egjs !• 
vigorously beaten in and the mould re- 
packed. 


Frozen bananas are a novelty. On«i 
dozen are mashed fine and mixed with, 
a syrup made by boiling equal quan- 
tities of sugar and water, about two 
cupfuls each, and the juice of two 
oranges. Freeze and when fairly stiff 
take from the freezer and stir in care- 
fully two cups of whipped cream.

from moths. The cold is an enemy to 
the moth, and so long as the cold con- 
tinues you have no occasion to worry 
about your furs. 


Select one closet for a storehouse 
and see that it is scrubbed from top 
to bottom and then thoroughly aired. 
Hang small cheesecloth 
bags filled 
with camphor balls from each hook 
and put away coats, velvet suits, etc., 
in tar paper bags. Strips of tar paper 
may be bought in which to wrap hats, 
feathers, small bit's of fur trimming, 
etc. So much for the preparations for 
fur storage. 


Now, as to the ilctual 
care of the 
furs before they can be put away for 
the summer. It is wisest to put them 
away early wien the weather shows 
full indication that winter has broken 
up, but before it grows too warm. So 
many women let their furs go unat- 
tended until almost the first of June. 
This is almost sure ruin to fine furs, 
for the moths have a chance to lay 
their eggs in so many places that no 
amount of brushing can remove them 
all. 


The first or second week of April is 
the best time, as a rule, to begin your 
brushing. Furs should be thoroughly 
gone over with a fairly stiff clothes 
brush, combing out all the soft hairs. 
Then they 
should 
be taken out of 
doors in the ¿^t sunshine and well 
beaten. Don't Uise a regular 
carpet 
beater for your furs, as it is much too 
big. A switch of some kind—or If you 
can't 
get a switch, a light 
cane of 
bamboo or something flexible will be 
best. 


Before putting your furs Into the tar 
paper bags for good, they should have 
at least twelve hours' sunning. After 
beating them, let them hang in the 
sun as long as possible. . If you can 
select a windy as well as a sunny day 
for your brushing, you will have ideal 
conditions for the destruction of any 
moths or motb eggs in your skins. 
Wind and sun are better than any 
powders or papers to destroy moths.

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Eobert Fay, Serving Time 
on Bomb Charge, Escapes 
at Atlanta. 


Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 80.—Robert Fay. said 
to have been a former German army of- 
ficer, convicted of conspiracy against the 
United States In connection with muni- 
tions plots In New York, escaped from the 
federal prison here late yesterday with 
William Knobloch. another prisoner. 


Fay attd his 
brother-in-law, , Walter 
Echols, were convicted in New York May 
6 of conspiracy to destroy munitions ships 
of the allies through bomb contrivances 
»nd were sentenced to serve eight and 
four years, respectively, in the federal 
penitentiary. 


Caught Testing 
Bomb. 


Fay and Scholz were arrested last Oc- 
tober. Fay admitted that he came to the 
United States from Germany after the 
battle of the Marne to work out a plan 
for stopping the shipment of munitions 
from this country to France and England. 
A vast quanity of high explosives and 
survey maps of New York harbor were 
found In his room in Weehawken. N. J. 


The men were testing a bomb In a little 
grove when caught. Papers found in Fast's 
room showed he was a Germa nsecret 
service agent. 


After Fay made his first admission he 
talked freely .and seemed to take great 
pride in the bombs he had invented, de- 
scribing them in detail to officials. 


Fay, Scholz and Walter Daeche, who 
was arrested later, were rearrested 
by 
government officials after a hearing in 
Weehawken 
police 
rourt, 
and 
were 
charged with conspiracy. 
Daeche 
was 
convicted with them but was sentenced 
to only two ypars under a recommenda- 
tion of leniency. 


It was testified at the trial that Pay 
and Scholz, after perfecting a bomb, had 
enlisted 
the 
services 
of 
Daeche 
and 
others.

"Our penitentiary todav has less ter- 
ror for the criminally inclined than ever 
before. 
We must instill the habits of 
industry in all men under 30 by con- 
verting reformatories and intermediate 
penitentiaries into trade schools. 
Older 
criminals 
should 
be 
imprisoned 
and 
punished without hesitation." 


Discuss Insanity Problem. 


Another phase of 
the same subject 
was brought out for discussion befoie 
the pes.sions of the American Institute 
of Criminal Law and Criminology at ths 
Congr^s 
hotel. 
Edwin 
R. Keedy 
in 
submitting his reporting on 
"Insanity 
and Criminal Responsibility," said: 


"Paycharists 
and 
psychologists 
no 
longer regard insanity as a definite state 
of mind with sharp lines separating it 
from sanity. 
They now hold it is as 
varied 
in 
form 
as symptoms of ill 
health." 


The institute adopted the committee's 
report, which recommended a law mak- 
ing it possible for a 
jury 
to 
decide 
w'hether a defendant was mentally re- 
sponsible for his crime.

Sophie Tricoupis Exerted 
Tremendous Influence 
Over That Land. 


Athens, 
Greece. 
Aug. 5.— (Corres- 
pondence of The Associated Press.) — 
Sophie Tricoupis, one of the most re- 
markable women of modern (îreece, is 
dead. 
She had been termed "The Un- 
crowned Queen of Greece," an appel- 
lation fully warranted by thn facts, for 
it is doubtful if even the Empress E u - 
genie ever exercised so much direct con- 
trol over the destinies of France as this 
woman did over the fate of modern 
Greece. 


She was the daughter of Spyridon 
Tricoupis, 
the first 
premier of free 
Greece, and the sister of Harilaos Tri- 
coupis, who durini? the last quarter of 
i the 
nineteenth 
century 
completely 
dominateu Greek politics. 
As a child 
she made the acquaintance of Lord 
Byron, who was a familiar friend in 
her father's house 
and 
it was her 
father who pronounced the funeral 
address over the coffin of the Eng'Iish 
poet. 
Her youth was passed in Lon- 
don, where her father was Greek min- 
ister, but on the entry of her brother 
into the political arena, she returned 
to Athens and took up lier place at his 
side. 
Nor did she ever leave him, re- 
maining unmarried, she devoted her 
entire lite to aiding him in his polit- 
ical work an.l in looking after his per- 
sonal comfort. 


A 
woman 
of striking 
appearance, 
she was the more conspicuous by the 
fact that she never changed the style 
of hor clothing from the date of the 
death of her father in 1S7.3. She re- 
tained even the early Victorian fash- 
ion of doing her hair and in hes later 
years resembled nothing so much as 
a daguerreotype come 
to 
life. The 
house Whicli sL. and her brother oc- 
cupied w a s a very small one but in 
spite of that, some of the most dis- 
tinguished 
political 
figures 
of the 
nineteenth century passed through its 
drawing room. 
The present 
emperor 
of Russia, Edward V'll and Queen Al- 
exandra 
of England, King Christian 
IX of Denmark were only a few of 
those who were the guests of this re- 
markable woman. 


But her relations with the distin- 
guished visitors to Greece were wholly 
political. 
She had no social ambitions 
and the ordlnar>' balls and social gath- 
erings of Athens never saw her. She 
was not only the inspiration but the 
active coworker of her brother, and 
knew quite as much about politics as 
did he and it was frequently to "Mad- 
am Sophie," as she was called, that 
those who hid some political proposal 
to make addressed themselves rather 
than to the .nJnlster himself. With the 
death of 
her brother, 
however, she 
ceased all political activity and retired 
to a aecluded life which she permitted 
nothing to disturb. 
She was over 80 
years old when she died. 


Appendlcltiij was tho cause of her 
death, ojj July 26. Her body was in-- 
terred In tho vault beside that of her 
distlnguisfhed brother, she being clad 
only In a shroud. 
According 
to her' 
wishes there was not even a coffin, 
and no one was present at tho funeral 
save the members of her Immediate 
family.

JAP ADMINISTRAIN 


S WIDELY BdENDED 


Spreads Over German Is- 
lands Seized in the 
South Sea. 


Tokio, July 26 (correspondence of the 
Associated Pre.ss).—(Jovornuicnt ollicials 
recently 
returned 
from 
the 
Gorman 
South Sea islands which wore occupied 
by Japan ufter outbreak of the Euro- 
pean v.iir report that Japanese adminis- 
tration has been widely extended, and 
that primary fichools have been estab- 
lished in seven of the largest islands. 
The archipr.lago which is now ruled by 
Japan 
includes islands in the groups 
known as Marianne, Caroline and Jlar- 
Bluill. 


The native children are taught the 
Japanese 
Language, arithmetic, 
singing 
and sewing. 
It is proposed to send a 
party of sixty leading natives to Ja})an 
during the summer or autumn. 
A reg- 
ular line of steamers maintains commu- 
nication wivh Japan while Japanese sail- 
ing vessels and launches run between 
the various islands. 
Tbc actual dispo- 
sition of the 'islands is to bo decided at 
the peace conference whicli will follow 
the present war. 


Mr. Kazuyoshi, ex-presidcnt of the 
T^ank of Formosa, in.sists that Pucoessf\il 
.Japanese (ommercial expansion to the 
^outh is greath' dependent on successful 
(o-operation with Chinese emigrants in 
the 
South 
seas, 
who number 
about 
4,000.000. and they are increased by 
an exodus oi 300,000 from south China 
every year. 


Mr. Yagyu 
says the Chinese emi- 
grants are hard workers. 
They carry on 
a brisk trade- with south China and the 
pro.eperity of such places as Amoy ami 
Swatow is doubtless largely due to re- 
mittances from emigrants which reach 
$.50,000,000 a year. 
He recommended 
the establishment of an increased num- 
ber of banking houses under joint Jap 
anese and Chinese management to be 
located at trade centers in the South 
seas and Singapore. . 


Commeiiting on the situation 
after 
the war, the financier said: 
"If eco- 
nomic warfare be solely determined by 


the amount of capital, Jai)an ha.s no 
chance against 
mo.st of the European 
powers. 
W'e need not, however, be pes- 
simistic of our trade pr(ts¡)^'ct.'^, as thoi'c 
are other factors to be taken into con- 
sideration. 
In the probable 
economic 
rivalry in the far cat^t <u- in the Soufii 
seas, Japan commands -gcograpiii-'ul iis 
well as other advantages over her ri- 
vals. 
As regañís Chinóse trade, wost 
erners employ compradors: biit, on tho 
contrary. .Japanese traders dispense with 
such interniediario.-j, coming tliemsojvos 
into direct 
contact 
witli tho (liineso. 
Resides, wo have many tilings in com- 
mon with tiie rest of tho oriental na- 
tions, which will count for mticli in com- 
petition with western coinitrios."'

Saucer track racing is child's play to the driving it takes 
to win a race on the Indianapolis Motor Speedway.

driver in the world who has driven on the bi* brick oval at In- 
dianapolis will swear to that fact. 
They enjoy the Speedway 
because it is the hardest to drive, and too much speed going 
Into or coming out of the turn may mean a spill and Its con- 
sequences. 


Dangerous as is this driving, think of the speed pilot who 
can turn square corner.^ without slowing; his mount to any 
extent. 
Road races without number have square turns and 
the drivers take them all the way from 40 to «0 miles an 
hour. 
Knowing when to make the turn is all that stands 
between them and death. 
If the front wheel« are "kiaked" 
too late or too soon, the car lands In the dlteb.

Fact Cuts a Tremendous 
Figure in the Paper

Chicago, ill., Aug. 26.—A young col- 
lege man, Claude Robertson, post grad- 
uate student at the University of Chi- 
cago, 
sent a big wooden 
Y hurling 
t])rough the air the other day and it 
kept its equilibrium for 600 feet, re- 
turning to the spot from which it was 
flung. 


This may n«i »teui startling news on 
a hot summer day, but the wooden Y, 
or boomerang, may be thé forerunner of 
a superdreadnaught aeroplane that will 
have greater speed and stability than 
any air craft heretofore invented, for 
Robertson believes that his discoveries 
cani be applied directly to airships. 


Robertson's 
boomerang 
was 
under 
perifect control ivhen it went through 
space, and there was almost no friction 
with the air. 


It is about two feet from stem-end to 
thè end of each branch, and it is about 
four inchea across. 


Robertson has devoted his life to the 
study of laws of motion. 
His special 
object has been a search for the boom- 
erang curve which is an enijfma to stti- 
dents of physics. 


The boomerang which made the jour-

Washington, D. C., Aug. 30.—"Over 
two-thirds of the more than a billion 
pounds of wood pulp imported into the 
United States during the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1916, and used in the man- 
ufacture of paper came from Canada," 
according tu a communication to the 
National Geographic society from John 
Oliver La Gorce and issued by the so- 
ciety as a bulletin in connection with 
the government's inquiry into the in- 
crease in tlie cost of newspaper. 


'•The pulp importations for 191.5-1916 
have been 180 million pounds less than 
for the previous 
twelve months, yet 
the amount shipped to us from Canada 
during the past year Mas 1.30 million 
poimds in cxcess of her 1914-1915 ship- 
ments, 
" 


"Durijig the 3'ear just closed nearly 
70 per cent, of "our 1,13.3,000,000 pounds 
of pulp came from our neigiibor to the 
north, while most of the remaining 30 
per cent, came from Norway and Swe- 
den. 


"The enormous volume and importance 
of the paper manufacturing industry in 
the United States is seldom realized by 
the chief beneficiar^', the average reader. 
According to the most recent figures of 
the United States department of com- 
merce (1914) the value of the annual 
production of the paper mills of this 
country exceeds $330,000,000. 
Over $50,- 
000,000 of this sum is represented in 
newspapers — 1,313,284 tons, or enough 
to print ten and a half billion fourteen- 
page, eight-column 
papers. 
The book 
paper (plain, coated and cover) output 
was valued at $73,000,000 in 1914, an in- 
crease of 34 per cent, over 1909. The 
weight of this class of paper was 1,869,- 
958,000 
pounds—enough 
to print 33 
standard-size 
magazines of 120 pages 
each for every man, woman and child 
in the United States. 


"For the manufacture of coated or 
calendered paper t-wo essential ingred- 
ients—casein and kaolin—are extensive- 
ly imported. 
For the nine months end- 
ing March 31st, 1916, our receipts of 
casein from abroad reached the enormous 
total of 7,185,794 pounds, valued at 
$598,979, much of which, of course, was 
used in other arts as well as in paper 
raanufacttire. 
Casein is the principal 
ingredient in cheese, and in its pure form 
is a white, crumbling acid 
substance. 
iVIost of our imported kaolin or china 
cliy, which is used in the manufacture of 
porcelain, as well -as in paper-making, 
comes 
from 
England, the shipments 
from that country for 191.5 amounting 
to over 500.000,000 pounds, valued at 
.$1,478,90.5. Our total imports of kaolin 
from all countries for the year ending 
June 30th, 1916, were valued at .$100,000 
less than the shipments from England 
alone the year before. 


"However much we deplore the string- 
ency in raw material for the paper mar- 
ket brought about by the European war, 
it should not be forgotten that to the 
beneficial results of 
a 
battle fought 
nearly 
twelve 
centuries ago, can be 
traced the introduction of the art of 
paper making to the western 
world. 
China is credited with having nurtured 
ti)e genius who first conceived the idea 
of a M-riting material made from fibrous 
pulp, and some investigators profess to 
have fotmd evidences that paper existed 
in the Celestial kingdom at least two 
centuries 
before 
the 
Christian era. 
Whether these claims of centuries of 
priority will endure the ligiit of further 
research, or whether they will be dis- 
credited just as have been the same na- 
tion's claim to the invention of the 
mariner's compass and gunpowder, the 
fact is faiily well established that when 
the Arabs defeated a raiding army of 
Celestials before the gates of Samar- 
kand, in the middle of the eighth cen- 
tury, they captured a party of China- 
men who were skilled paper 
makers. 
Tt was from this city of Russian Turkis- 
tau, once the capital of that most ruth- 
less o'f Mongol princes, Tamerlane, that 
tlie art of theSe captives spread through- 
out Asia ifinor and Northern 
Africa 
into Moorish Spain 
and finally into 
Italy, where the first extensive factories 
were established in 1276 at Fabriano, 
still a center of the paper industry in 
Southern Europe. 


"The Araba and their Persian assist- 
ants are supposed to have used flax and 
cotton in the manufacture of their first 
paper, and subsequently rags were ex- 
tensively utilized. 
Cotton and linen 
rags are still the basis of the best grade 
of paper, but the article used by the 
newspaper.^ is made exclusively of wood 
pulp. Tn the United States black spruce, 
hemlock, aspen and poplar arc the most 
widely used wood.s. while in Europe' the 
Scotch fir supplants the hemlock. 


"England manufactures much of her 
paper from esparto or Spanish grass, 
which has been quite extensively im- 
ported by that 
country 
from 
North 
Africa dining the last fifty years. Ger- 
many and France use quantities of rye, 
wheat, oat and barley .straw in thè pa- 
ner-making industry. 
The widely used 
'India paper' comes chieflv from Eng- 
land, 
Germany, 
France, 
Belgium and 
Italy. 
It.«» name is n misnomer and was 
given in a soft quality of Chinese pa- 
per introduced 
into 
Ensrland 
in the 
eighteenth century but, like many other 
commodities brought from the far east 
during that period, it was credited to 
India. 
It is manufactured from rae.s. 
and i<s opacity is flue largely to the 
admixture of mineral matter with the 
fibre. Its thinness is due to special, pro- 
ces.se.«» of 'beating.' 


"Up to the closing years of the eight- 
eenth centurv all paper was made by 
hand, sheet by sheet, but in the same 
vear that Nnnoleon fout'ht the Battle of 
the Pyramids. Louis Robert, a humble 
workman in the naner mill of Didot, at 
Essones, south of Paris, invented a ma- 
chine for making paper in an endless 
wpb. 
This invention was developed in 
EnglaOi» fc.r the two Fourdriniers; who 
lost a fortime 
in their 
pioneer work. 
Their names, however, are perpetuated 
in the paper-making machines of the 
present day. 


"The first American paper mill was 
established by William Rittenhouse, in 
Roxborough, near Philadelphia, iust 8.'' 
years after the first permanent English 
Pi'ttlement in the United 
States at 
Jamestown."

The sec- 
retary of agriculture is authorized to de- 
termine the true grade of the grain, and 
his findings are made prima facie evi- 
dence of that fact in suits between the 
])arties in federal 
courts. 
Reasonable 
fees may be charged for hearing'disputes 
and appeals. 
Wlien 
appeals are sus- 
tained, such fees are to be refunded. Ev- 
ery 
person 
employed 
to inspect and 
grade grain for shipment in interstate or 
foreign commerce is prohibited from cer- 
tifying the grain according to the ofH 
cial grain standards, unless he holds an 
unsuapcmled and unrevoked license is- 
sued by the secretary of agriculture. 


Licensing Inspectors. 


Any person w^ho presents satisfactory 
evidence of competency may be licensed 
as an inspector under the act. In states 
which have or may hereafter have state 
grain inspection departments, the secre- 
tary of agriculture is required to issue 
licenses to persons authorized and em- 
ployed to inspect and grade grain under 
the laws of such states. 
Licensed in- 
spectors and persons employed by the 
secretary of agriculture for carrying out 
the provisions of the act are prohibited 
from having any interest in any grain 
elevator or warehouse, or in the mer- 
chandising of grain, or from being em- 
ployed by any person owning or operat- 
ing any grain elevator 
or 
warehouse. 
Licensed inspectors are required to keep 
records of all grain inspected by them 
and to make detailed reports to the sec- 
retary of agriculture. The license of any 
inspector found, to be incompetent, or to 
have 
issued 
any false 
certificate of 
grade, or otherwise to have violated any 
provision o fthe act, may be suspended 
or revoked by the secretary of agricul- 
ture. 


Penalties. 


Any licensed inspector who knowingly 
inspects 
or grades 
improperly 
grain 
shipped in interstate 
or 
foreign com- 
merce, or knowingly gives any false cer- 
tificate of grade, or accepts a bribe for 
neglect or improper performance of duty, 
may also be punished by fine or im- 
prisonment of both.

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Wilson and the Strike Situation 


The country can scarcely (ail to appreciate at their true value the 


tremendously important labors of President Wilson iu the effort to 
avert the general strike of railroad operatives which has threatened 
for some months and which now appears to be perilously near. Realiz- 
ing fully the calamitous consequences that must follow the impending 
break, the president, in the midst of multifarious duties that con- 
stantly beset the place of the chief executive, has for the time cast all 
others aside and thrown the whole force of his own personality and his 
exalted position into the effort to reconcile discordant factors and to 
pave the way for an adjustment of differences without compelling the 
public rind the business of the country to undergo the temporarily 
paralyzing shock that a strike must bring. • Through it all, too, he 
has shown a desire to be thoroughly fair and to take into considera- 
tion the rights of both the employes and the railroads and the prin- 
ciples of justice that should actuate men. 


His own personal efforts to bring agreement through direct uego- 


tiatioiiR having failed, the president has now turned to congress with 
an appeal for an immediate legislation designed to pave the way for 
settlement after impartial investigation. His recommendations arc not 
in. all.respects approved by the brotherhoods or by railway managers, 
yet any other situation was hardly ..to be expected. In the stress of 
the big:issues which have been confronting them, perhaps neither fac- 
tion is now in frame of mind to view with exact impartiality the con- 
tentions of the other. The element of the president's recommenda- 
tions which provides not alone for the present controversy, but for 
rai adjustment of future disputes is also tremendously important. 
Whether the president's efforts shall xiltimately succeed or fail now 
appears to be up to congress. There is hope that out of it all may 
come an evolution of basic law that will make future 'crises of this 
sort not only impossible, but wholly unnecessary because it will pro- 
vide a way for amicable adjustment on a basis of justice to the con- 
tending interests without occasion for the ominous prospect of an 
upon break that would paralyze the transportation system of a nation 
for the time. The president has risen to the occasion throughout. No- 
body will contend, that he has always been right, perhaps, but he has 
sought to perform a great public service—to speak for the people and 
to speak with fairness, candor and determination in a situation, the 
gravity of which all must recognize.

CIDER ICE 


OST housekeepers are familiar 


with tbe usual ices and sher- 
bets, but cider ice is new. One 
and one-half cups of sugar are 


dissolved in one quart of cider. On« 
cup of orange juice and one-quarter 
cup of leraou juice are added, the JD- 
Krcdicnts well mixed and tben frozen. 
This water ice has a peculiarly pleas- 
ant flavor. When one can get barber- 
ries for the picking one cupful of tho 
juice pf this fruit to four of water xuar 
be substituted for the cider. 


Apples are plentiful in the country 


and au apple sherbet ia delicious. Two 
nips of sugar, one quart of water, and 
the rind of one lemon are put on to 
boil. Sir large apples are pared and 
cut up and then boiled until soft 
enough to press through a sieve, when 
they are added to the syrup with the 
juice of two lemons. When cold thfl 
mixture is put in the freezer. Ai it 
hardens the white of a beaten egg i« 
vigorously beaten iu and the mould re- 
packed. 


Frozen bananas are a novelty. Ont

Mr. Adair Sees Little Use in

Atlanta. GSL. Au*. 30.—Robert Fay. said 


to hav« been a former German army of- 
ficer, convicted of conspiracy against the 
United States In connection with muni- 
tions plots* In New York, escaped from the 
federal prison here late yesterday -with 
William Knobloch. another prisoner.

Caught Testing Bomb. 


Fay and Scholr were arrested last Oc- 


tober. Fay admitted that he came to the 
XJnlted States from Germany after the 
battle of the Marne to work out a plan 
for stopping the shipment of munitions 
from this country to France and England. 
A. vast quanlty of high explosives and 
survey maps of New Tork harbor were 
found In his room In "Weehawken. N. J. 


The men were testing a bomb In a little 


«rovo when caught. Papers found In Fay's 
room showed h« was a Germa nsocret 
service agent. 


After Fay mad* his first admission hn 


talked freely .and seemed to take great 
pride in the bombs he had Invented, de- 
scribing them in detail to officials. 


Fay. Scholz and Walter Daeche. who 


•was arrested later, were rearreoted by 
government officials after a hearing In 
Weehawken 
police court, and 
were 


charged with conspiracy. Daeche was 
convicted with them but was sentenced 
to only two ypars under a recommenda- 
tion of leniency. 


It was testified at the trial that Fay 


and Scholz. a.fter perfecting a bomb, had 
enlisted 
the services of Daeche and 


others. The conspiracy, it was alleged 
had advanced to the point where, by at- 


' taching dummp bombs to vessels In the 


harbor, the efficlpncy of the bomb In- 
vented by Fay hart been demonstrated. 


Fay came to this country under an as- 


sumed name. He wrotn to President Wil- 
non after his conviction, admitting hn 


. was a deserter from the German army, 


but asked that lie he deported to Ger- 
many to "rehbalitato" himself and so that
